The Board of Health respectfully asks 
the people of New Oxford to aid them 
in enforcing the following regulations 
for the better preservation of the public 
health, aud to limit the progress oi con- 
tagious disease»: 


SKOTION I.—That whatever is danger- 
ous to human life or health,, whatever 
renders the air or food or water or oth- 
er drink unwholesome, and w^hatever 
building, erection or part of cellar there- 
of is overcrowded, or not provided with 
adequate means of ingress and egress or 
is not sufficiently supported, ventilated, 
sewered, drained, cleaned or lighted, are 
declared to be nuisances, aud to be ille- 
gal; and every person having aided in 
creating or contributing to the same, or 
who may support, continue or retain any 
of tliem shall be deemed guilty of a vio- 
lation of this regultion, and shall belia 
ble to a penalty of not more than one 
hundred dollars. 


SECTION 2—NO house refuse, ollal, 
garbage, dead animals, decaying vegeta- 
ble matter or organic waste substance of 
auy kind shall be thrown on any street, 
road, ditch, gutter or public place, aud 
no putrid or decaying animal or vegeta- 
ble matter shall be kept in any yard, 
house, cellar or adjoining out building 
or grounds for more than twenty-four 
hours.

ISPUTES 


Philedelphi'A. 
Sopt. 
16.—The 
Mine 
Conciliation Board mH in this city 
and took up the grifvanoos sul-mittPd 
to thorn, 
R. C. Luther, rppreaentaiivo 
of 
operatovG, was 
unable to 
attend 
owlnK 
the critical illness of his aged 
mother. 


The board took up tbe grievances 
of the mine v;oikers In the Schuylkill 
dlEtiirt, the principal ono being a re- 
duction in working hours on Saturday. 
Prior to the award of the strike com- 
mission 
the 
men 
in 
the 
lower or 
Schuylkill region enjoyed a half holi- 
day on the last workday of the week, 
but sinne the award the operators have 
refuseu to make any distinction, with 
the n'>ult that their employes have* 
bcpia obiiged to labor as long on Sat- 
urday 
on other days of the week. 
It is re^T-rded by the minr workers aa 
a mo3i important quertion before the 
board, 
and 
their 
represf^ntatlves 
pressed it .vlth great vigor and will 
press for a decision favorable to the 
men during the session to be held to- 
day aud tomorrow. 


Another 
question 
which 
was 
dis- 
cussed l6 whether or not the 10 per 
cent, awarded by the Strike Commis- 
sion 
shall 
be 
applied to thf net or 
gross 
earnings. 
While the 
men 
in 
this region are not affected by these 
changes, 
yet 
should 
a 
df^cislon 
be 
against the minors the application of 
the change will be general. 
In many 
places 58 hours constituted a week's 
work before the settlement of the late 
.strik"., 
and 
naturally 
the 
employes 
thought in the future they would work 
but 52 hours. 
They were surprised, 
however, whnn 
notices 
were 
posted 
saying that 54 hours would be consid- 
ered a week's work. 


In addition to the above questions 
there are many other minor colliery 
disputes demanding consideration. 


The board held two sessions, but 
only one ease was finally disposed of. 
Thfs case related to the men employed 
by W. B. Gunton, owner and operator 
of the Lykens Drift, at Bernlce, Pa. 
The employes Hssort that Mr. Gunton 
made a verbal promise daring 
the 
strike that if they would continue at 
work he would grant them whatever 
increase was gained through the strike 
commission. This, they.assert, he has 
failed to do. 
Mr. Gunton denied that 
he had ever made 8uch a promise, and 
the case waa disposed of by the board 
adopting the following resolution: 


"That inasmuch as Mr. Gunton de- 
nied that he has agreed to abide by 
the decision of the anthracite strike 
commli?3ion, tho board of conciliation 
ha« no JnriBdictlon." 


A representative of the miners aafd 
that the commfssion'o award had been 
satisfactorily lived up to by the opera- 
tors in tho main. He said: 


"We are 
not 
surprised 
that 
the 
operators have shown a willingnesB to 
abide by the award. W*e expected that 
they would do so. 
It is unfortunate 
that the commission did not sit to in- 
terpret fbr the conciliation board some 
of the disputed provisions of its find- 
ings, but as an umpire has been np.med 
and accepted it Is now too late for that. 
Of 
course we 
cannot 
agree on 
all 
points, but thf- minors' union proposes 
to see to it that any decision that is 
reached Is lived up to. 
It would be a 
poor orgnization that will not live up 
to tho obligations it has assumed, and 
the United Mine V/orkers of \merjca 
propose to prove to the country that 
it is worthy of coniidence and entUl^d 
to act directly in a reprvisentatlve ca- 
pacity for the 147,000 mine workers of 
the three anthracite districts. 
There 
is no reason for anticipating any wide- 
spread trouble in the region during the 
lifetime of tho award at least." 


BULGARIA MAY START WAR 


flowers Must Stop Turkish Massacres 
or She Will Act. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Sept. 15.—Tho Bul- 
garian govcirnment, through its for- 
eign reprosfntatlves, has addressed a 
note to tbe great powers, declaring 
that the portr is systematically devas- 
tating Macedonia and massacreirg tho 
Christian population. Further, it say»» 
Turkey has mobllii^ed her whole army, 
which cannot possiljly be for the solo 
purpose of supprcssbing the revolution. 
Therefore, tho Bulgarian governmeu' 
appeals to the humane sentiment of 
Europe to prevent tbe continuance of 
the maseacres and devastation aud to 
stop the mobiiizution of the Turkish 
army. 
The niemorundum 
concludes 
with the plain statement that unletJS 
the powers intervene ¿lulgana M'iil oe 
forced to take such measures as she ; 
may deem 


The bulganan ministry, there ap- 
pears to be lUtiu douu;. iu iace of tho 
strongest i^iwi^ure from within aui} 


wiihoift, 1 7s '^hrioavored to maintain 
strict neutrality, but it appears very 
possible that the governiwent may now 
depart from this position. 


Whilo it Is possible that a Turko- 
Bulgarian war may GYCU yet b^ avert- 
ed, the probabilitlGs of such au en- 
counter wore never greater than at 
the present moment. 
Tho recent note 
to the powers, tho most docided step 
yet taken 
by tho principality, 
was 
dictated not only by the alarming ro- 
i)ori.s of wholesale massacros an de- 
vastation daily arising, but ovon more 
by the indift'orence of the iKiwors to- 
wards tho severity of Turkey's ropres- 
sive measures.

Reed, 28 years of aKe, 
clerk in the general delivory depart- 
ment of the postofTlce. shot and killed 
his brother-in-law, LawrencoT,Adams, 
aged 21 years. The tragedy occurrcd 
in Adams' room in the third story of 
a cottage, 29 South Vermont avenue, 
whore the two men booided. 


When Captain of Police Maxwell ar- 
rived he found tho homicide with his 
young wife. 
He submlttx^d to arrest 
withotU resistance and appeared to be 
unconcerned. 
The 
police found 
the 
victim lying on the floor of his room 
with a bullet wound 
in 
his 
breast 
above the heart. 
The ball had passed 
entirely through the body, coming out 
Just above the hip. 
Blood saturated 
the clothing and had formed a large 
pool. 


An oillcGr Is in charge of the cottage 
and the occupants could not be Induced 
to ii.aiie a statrment. 
The motive for 
the mnrdrr is not known. 


The neighbors report that there had 
been some excitement in tho cottage 
during 
the morning and 
that 
tho 
shooting was the outcome of a quarrel 
between the two men. What kind of a 
weapon was used is not certain, but 
one report is that the fatal wound was 
made with a shotgun, another with a 
rille and a third that it was a revolver.

DISCUSSED 
ISPUTES 


Philedelphia. Sopt. 16.—The Mine 
Conciliation Boi'.rd m<^t in this city 
and took up the grifvanoos snl-iuittpd 
to them. 
R. C. Luther, representative 
of operatorc, was 
unable to attend 
owlnK * ^ the critical illness of his aged 
mother. 
The board took up the grievances 
of the mine v/oikers in the Schuylkill 
distrirt, the principal one being a re­ 
duction in working hours on Saturday. 
Prior to the award of the strike com» 
mission the men in the lower or 
Schuylkill region enjoyed a half holi­ 
day on the last workday of tlie week, 
but sin^e the award the operators have 
refuses to make any distinction, with 
the r<'>Mlt that their employes have 
be^n obliged to labor as long on Sat­ 
urday »113 on other days of the week. 
It is roitiirded by the mine workers aa 
a mo3i important question before the 
board, 
and 
their 
representatives 
pressed it .vith great vigor and will 
press for a decision favorable to the 
men during the session to be held to­ 
day and tomorrow. 
Another question which was dis­ 
cussed is whether or not the 10 per 
cent, awarded by the Strike Commis­ 
sion shall 
be applied to thf net or 
gross earnings. While the men in 
this region are not affected by these 
changes, yet should a d^'cision be 
against the miners the application of 
the change will be general. In many 
places 58 hours constituted a weok*s 
work before the settlement of the late 
Mrik«., and nat\irally the employes 
thought in the future they would work 
but 52 hours. 
They were surprised, 
however, when notices were posted 
saying that 54 hours would be consid­ 
ered a week’s work. 
In addition to the above questions 
there are many other minor colliery 
disputes demanding consideration. 
The board held two sessions, but 
only one case was finally disposed of. 
This caso related to the men employed 
by W. B. Gunton. owner and operator 
of the Lykens Drift, at Bernice, Pa. 
The employes iissort that Mr. Gunton 
made a verbal promise during the 
strike that if they would continue at 
work he W'ould grant them whatever 
increase was gained through the strike 
commission. This, they.assert, he has 
failed to do. 
Mr, Gunton denied that 
he had ever made such a promise, and 
the case was disposed of by the board 
adopting the following resolution: 
**That inasmuch as Mr. Gunton de­ 
nied that he has agreed to abide by 
the decision of the anthracite strike 
commission, the board of conciliation 
ha« no Jurisdiction." 
A representative of the miners ia?d 
that the commission's award had been 
satisfactorily lived up to by the opera­ 
tors in the main. He said: 
“We are not surprised 
that the 
operators have shown a willingness to 
abide by the award. We expected that 
they would do so. 
It is unfortunate 
that the commission did not sit to In­ 
terpret fbr the conciliation board some 
of the disputed provisions of its find­ 
ings, but as an umpire has been named 
and accepted It is now too late for that. 
Of course we car not 
agree on all 
points, but thf- miners' union proposes 
to see to it that any decision that Is 
reached is lived up to. It would be a 
poor orgnization that will not live up 
to the obligations it has assumed, and 
the United Mine V/orkers of \merica 
propose to prove to the country that 
it is worthy of conlidence and entitind 
to act directly in a repr^isentatlve ca­ 
pacity for the 147.0U0 mine workers of 
the three anthracite districts. 
There 
is no reason for anticipating any wide­ 
spread trouble in the region during the 
lifetime of the award at least.'* 


BULGARIA MAY START WAR 


flowers Must Stop Turkish Massacres 
or She Will Act. 
Sofia, Bulgaria, Sopt. 15.—The Bul­ 
garian government, through its for*' 
eign representatives, has addressed a 
note to the great powers, declaring 
that the ijortr is systemtitically devas^ 
tatlng Macedonia and massacreing the 
Christian population. Further, it sayis, 
Turkey has mobilized her whole army, 
which cannot possibly be for the sole 
purpose of suppre^sbing the vevolutiou. 
Therefore, the Bulgarian government 
appeals to the humane sentiment of 
Europe to prevent the continuance of 
the massacres and devastation and to 
stop the mobilization of the Turkish 
army* 
The memorandum concludes 
with the plain statement that unledo 
the xjowers intervene iiulgarm will 0« 
forced to take such measures as she 
may deem 
The bulgunan ministry, there ap­ 
pears to be iUtic douu;. in face of the 
strongest i^ic^ture from within 


wlihoift, 1 
'htioavored to maintain 
strict neutrality, but it appears very 
possible that the governiwent may now 
depart from this position. 
While it is possible that a Turko- 
Bulgarian war may even yet b^ avert­ 
ed, the probabilities of such an en­ 
counter were never greater than at 
the present moment. The recent note 
to the powers, the most decided step 
yet taken by the principality, was 
dictated not only by the alarming re- 
i)orts of w^holesale massacres an de­ 
vastation daily arising, but even more 
by the indifference of the i>owers to­ 
wards the severity of Turkey’s repres­ 
sive measures. 


KILLED Hia BROTHER-IN-LAW 


L. L. Adams Shot By W. H. Rted In 
Atlantic City Cottage; 
Atlantic City, N. J., Sopt J 6.--Wil­ 
liam Harvey 
Reed, 28 years of aRO, 
clerk in the general delivery depart­ 
ment of the postoflflee, shot and killed 
bis brother-in-law, LawrenceT.Adams, 
aged 21 years. The tragedy occurred 
in Adams’ room in the third story of 
a cottage, 29 South Vermont avenue, 
where the two men boarded. 
When Captain of Police Maxwell ar­ 
rived he found the homicide with his 
young wife. 
He submitt-ed to arrest 
without resistance and appeared to be 
unconcerned. The police found tlie 
victim lying on the floor of his room 
with a bullet wound 
in 
his 
breast 
above the heart. The ball had passed 
entirely through the body, coming out 
just above the hip. 
Blood saturated 
the clothing and had formed a large 
pool. 
An ofllcer is in charge of the cottage 
and the occupants could not be induced 
to n.ake a statrjuent. The motive for 
the murder is not known. 
The neighbors report that there had 
been some excitement in the cottage 
during 
the morning and 
that 
the 
shooting was the outcome of a quarrel 
between the two men. What kind of a 
weapon was used is not certain, but 
one report is that the fatal wound was 
made with a shotgun, another with a 
rifle and a third that It was a revolver. 
Tw^o statements are In the hands of the 
police, one of which was made by 
Reed, and declares that the shooting 
was accidental.

Baptist i.rMnistei' Declares Some Crimes 
Deserve Cruel Punishment 
Newark. N. J., St*pl. IG.—At the col­ 
ored conference beld In the Bethany 
Baptist Church hero Rev. J. 0.. Love, 
pastor of the Union Baptist Church, 
of Montclair, defended lynching. 
Mr. 
Love declared that the crimes of cer­ 
tain southern negroes were such as to 
call for the most severe and cruel pun­ 
ishment. Rev. R. A. Motley, of Jersey 
City, who has been spending some 
time visiting In the south, said: 
"The trouble Is that you people here 
In the north are fretting yourselves 
to death about the negro in the south, 
while the negro there is contented and 
happy."

The 
conservative 
European, 
who Is rasped and abraded by the gen-

X^enjcth of Hof'g Intestine«/ 


Darwin states that the nature of the 
food supplied the pig by man has evi- 
dently changed the length of the Intes« 
tines. 
He quotes Cuvier as reporting 
the total length of the intestines of the 
wild boar to be nine times the body 
length; in the domestic boar 13.5 to 
one; In the Slam boar, sixteen to one. 
The w^riter measured the Intestines ol 
thirty-nine fattened hogs and found 
that the large Intestine varied from 
thirteen to sixteen feet, and the small 
intestine from fifty-four to sixty feet In 
length. 
The 
average 
extreme body 
length of these animals was 3.5 feet 
This makes the small Intestine alone 
from sixteen to nineteen times the 
length of the body, and the large and 
small intestine combined about twenty, 
one times the body length. From these 
figures it appears that the Intestines of 
pigs of the Improved breeds are longer 
In proportion to the body than those 
given by Cuvier. 
This may Indicate 
that the modern pig can digest his food 
more thoroughly than his ancestors, 
and also that he can eat a larger quan- 
tity of food in a given time.—Professoi 
W. A. Henry.

KILLED BY A POST AUGER- 


John SchoU, of Bctwick Towfuhip, 
Meets Horrible Death. 


An appalling accident shortly after 5 
o'clock Friday evening caused the death 
of a well-known cliixen of Bcrwick twp., 
In the person of John M. Scholl, nf near 
Bittinger P, O. Mr. Scholl, for a num- 
ber of years, has been operating a post- 
boring machine in connection with farm- 
ing and trucking. For several days he 
was running the machine on the farm of 
W. W, Hafcr, tenanted by Mr. Milton 
Wolf, near Cedar Ridge, about 2i miles 
from this place, in Mountpleasant twp. 


At the time above stated Mr. Scholl 
and Mr. Wolf were handling the post, to 
and from the machine, while Mr. George 
Wolford was on the power driving the 
horses. They had removed a post aud 
whiU Mr. Wolfs back was turned to 
raise another post, Mr. Scholl is suppos- 
ed to have reached with his left hand to 
knock away some chips, when his shirt 
sleeve WAS caught by the rapidly re vol v* 
ing auger drawing him onto the machine. 
The auger passed up the arm, across the 
shouMor and into the neck, causing in. 
stunt death. 
His body was throwu 
through the narrow frame of the ma- 
chine, breaking his jaw bone and badly 
injuring his back and shoulders. 
The 
sad accident happened so quickly that 
neither of the men present could tell 
how it happened» and Mr. Scholl's death 
was almost instantaneous, he not having 
uttered a sound or cry. 


The body was removed to his home 
about 10 o'clock the same evening by un- 
dertaker A. S. Feiser, no inquest being 
necessary. 
Deceased was aged 60 years 
and 2 months.

A girl's chest Is coming to seem nt 
most more importaut to ber than the 
complexion lipon which, as a rule, she 
has spent so much time ¿ind thought. 
To increase the chest 
measurement 
and to raise the chest so as to pro 
duce the full chested appearance in 
vogue Is the ambition of .every girl 
who Is not already full-chested.

Increase the chest measurement—and 
every» inch added to the chest means 
more vitality—place a pipestem in the 
mouth. 
Breathe out through It until 
the lungs are completely empty.

breathe with the abdomen, but use 
the lower chest. 
Even when not using

TO STAND 
ORACEPULLY. 


The prelimmary step In acquirini? fi 
graceful carriage in sitting, standing 
and walking is to stand correctly and 
practice balancing or posing. Raise the 
iheels quickly from the ground and 
stand as high on tiptoe as possible. 
Then lower the heels with moderate 
speed, without tipping the weight of 
the body backward. 
Again, keephig 
. the heels on the ground, alternately 
lift the balls of the feet, and put them 
down with a slight pressure. 
In this 
way it Is possible to learn how to stand 
correctly, with the weight evenly bal- 
anced'upon the feet. Draw the knees 
in 
firmly. 
Draw the hips well back. 
The chest must be thrown out, and 
then the shoulders will drop down and 
back, as they should.

Kor does she 
lounge. She sit erect. Erectness of the 
trunk, a good pose of the head and 
graceful disposition of the lower limbs 
are necessary if one would sit well. 


The fatigue of serving Is trebled when 
a" woman sits with bent 
shoulders, 
curving the spine above the waist, and 
the resulting cramped chest depresses 
all the vital organs, forcing them from 
one to three inches below their normal 
position. 


Above all, it is important for the 
short person to sit erect, for, when In 
a perfectly upright position one may 
gain an Inch or two In height.

Some Pacts About Ourselves.

OME interesting oxporimental conclusions on the subject of hab- 
its have been published by Professor Arthur Allln, who occupltfi 
the Chair of Psychology and Education at the University of 
Coloradoi 
Professor Allin illustrates, by familiar examples, cer- 
tain of th\> hnvs underlying mAny of the most common of oui 
acts and habits. 
For instance, it is a fact that u single weak 
stimulus, which is itself Incapable of causing a reflex act, maj 
produce it if it is repeated often enough. 


"The sound of a door-bell may not call up much of a motoi 
response, but repeated often may cause a very considerable re 
spouse. 
A slight tickMng when one is asleep or awake may, 1) 
continued, produce convulsive responses. 
To strike a horse re- 
peatedly on the same spot is to invite him to kick. Continued dropping of watet 
from a faucet during the night, or the intermittent sounds of a mouse gnawing, 
produce extreme irritability. . . . The psychology oif advertising shows many 
evidences of this law. 
Temptation in all its forms usually works by the sum- 
mation of stimuli. The young man of slight moral resistance, on his way homt 
in the evening, passes through one, it may be two, streets of saloons; in the third 
street his inhibitory power, is exhausted and he passes helplessly through the 
doors." 


The training of one portion of the body trains at the same time the symmetv 
rlcal part and also neighboring parts, says Professor Allin. 
"Experiments 
show, for example, that practice of the flnger tip of the left hand Increases th« 
tineness of the touch of the flngc-r tip of the right hand, but does not increase 
that of the left forearm. The ability to write with the left hand is obtained by 
learning with the right hand. 
Practice in writing the figure nine backwardi 
with the left hand frequently causes one involuntarily to write the nine back* 
ward when using the right." 


In learning nonsense-syllables, 1. e., syllables consisting of a vowel betweei 
two consonants, an adult, writes Professor Allin, Is able to memorize muci 
larger rows of syllables than can children, 
"To give a relative estimate, thos» 
at the age of eighteen to twenty reproduce approximately one and a half timei 
as many syllables as those from eight to ten years of age. After completed bod 
lly development the figures remain practically constant."—Harper's Weekly,

ing all of tho postofflce» In Now York 
stato and also in the Now England 
district. 
In Now York Stote thvre are 
37.000 postofflccs. and in tlie New Eng. 
land Statcvs about 5,000. making a to- 
tal of about 42.i>00 places to which 
mail in Uiose districts may be dlroot- 
otl, and whjch have to bo handled by 
the railway mail dorks 
during the 
quick transit of trains botweon Bos- 
ton and New York oV Albany, 
The 
"case 
examination*' 
takon 
by 
Mr. 
Thrasher consisted in tho sorting of 
a 
series of 
card^ repres^^utlng 
tho 
whole number of 42.000 postofflces em- 
braced in the above namod districts, 
and properly distributing thom. 
His 
task was acoompUshed without an er- 
ror, and his distribution was at tho 
ratxi of 33 ^ 
cards a minute. 
In p^sr- 
farming this wonderful feat of mem- 
ory, Mr. Thrashor 'has the distinction 
of having broken tho record, and In 
recognition of h ^ ability has received 
a letter of commendation from Gen- 
eral Superintondont James EJ. White, 
of the railway mall service at Wash- 
ington.

the common law of our country is at its best but the authoritative expression o) 
its Lehests.

Flinders 
Petrle 
announces 
some Important discoveries made while 
exca\'>ating at Abydos. 
At a depth of 
about 20 Peet an old temple site was 
discovered, In which the ruins of ID 
successive temples were found, rang- 
ing in age from about 500 to about 
5.000 B. C. 
So far as religious dis- 
coveries are concernsd, Jt would seem 
from some relics iound that Osiris was 
not the original gcxl of Abydos. 
Up 
to the twelfth dynasty .Jackal, god of 
Vpuaut. and then KhentamentI 
was 
honored. 
About the fourth dynasty 
the temple was destmyed, 
only 
a 
hearth of burnt offering 
remaining, 
full of votive clay substitutes for sac- 
rifices. 
This confirms 
the 
account 
given by Herodotus that Cheops had 
closed the temples and forbidden sac- 
rifices. 
An ivory statue of 
Cheops 
was found, which shows for the first 
Ume the face and character of the 
great builder who made Egyptian civ- 
lllbation what it waa for thousands 
of years after. 


Clothes from Fish Skins. 


Until recently few people thought of 
utilizing a s a substitute the material 
to be gained from water animals. The 
United States Fish 
commission 
ha» 
taken up the question, and already 
proved that several kinds of fish have 
skins that make excellent leatlier for 
some purposes. 
Salmon hide is found 
not only serviceable for boots, 
but 
among the Esquimaux It has been used 
for generations in making waterproof 
clothes. 
The people of the very far 
north also use codfisli skins for jack- 
ets. Tho different kinds of skins whith 
the fish commififiion has found to be 
mo&t practical and durable are whale 
skins, porpoise skins and seal leather, 
which dye in most exquisite colors.

A girl’s chest Is comfng to seem ftl* 
most more important to her thno tbe 
complexion upon which, as a rule, she 
has spent so much time and thought. 
To increase the chest measurement 
and to raise the chest so as to pro* 
duce the full chested appearance in 
vogue is the ambition of .every girl 
who Is not already full-chested.

TO STAND GRACEFULLY. 
The prelimmary step in acquiring s 
graceful carriage In sitting, standing 
and walking is to stand correctly and 
practice balancing or posing. Raise the 
iheels quickly from the ground and 
stand as high on tiptoe as possible. 
Then lower the heels with moderate 
speed, without tipping the weight of 
the body backward. 
Again, keeping 
. the heels on the ground. aHernatcly 
lift the balls of the feet, and put them 
down with a slight pressure. In this 
way it is possible to learn how to stand 
correctly, with the weight evenly b.*il- 
anced'upon the feet. Draw the knees 
in firmly. 
Draw the hips well back. 
The chest must be thrown out, and 
then the shoulcleis will drop down and 
back, as they should. 
When told to 
throw out the chest it is a good Idea 
at the same time to raise the head 
slightly and after that draw the chin 
in. If the body can now sway easily 
back and forth from the feet up, the 
position Is correct.

To learn to sit gracefully is an art, 
not an instinct. The woman who un­ 
derstands the art gives no evidence of 
the dominance of one part of her 
physique over anotliex*. Kor does she 
lounge. She sit erect. Erectness of the 
trunk, a good pose of the head and 
graceful disposition of the lower limbs 
are necessary If one would sit well. 
The fatigue of sewing Is trebled when 
a ' woman sits with bent shoulders, 
curving the spine above the waist, and 
the resulting cramped chest depresses 
all the vital organs, forcing them from 
one to three Inches below their normal 
position. 
Above all. It Is important for the 
short person to sit erect, for, when In 
a perfectly upright position one miiy 
jjaln an Inch or two In height. The 
woman who knows how. to elt and 
stand erect can apparently add to the 
height of her figure, and Impress be­ 
holders with a far greater sense of dig* 
nlty than another with natural advan* 
tages Indifferently cultivated.

OME Interesting oxporimental conclusions on the subject of h.ntv 
its have been published by Professor Arthur Allln, who ocouplBi 
the Chair of Psychology and Education at the University oi 
Colorado. Professor Allln Illustrates, by familiar examples, cer­ 
tain of tlflj laws underlying mAny of the most common of out 
acts and habits. For Instance, it is a fact that n single Avcak 
stimulus, which is Itself incapable of causing a reflex act, maj 
produce it if It is repeated often enough. 
“The sound of a door-bell may not call up much of a motoi 
response, but repeated often may cause n very considerable re 
spouse. A slight tlckNng when one Is asleep or awake may, 1) 
continued, produce convulsive responses. To strike a horse re* 
peatedly on the same spot is to invite him to kick. Continued dropping of watet 
from a faucet during the night, or the intermittent sounds of a mouse gna%vlng, 
produce extreme irritability. . . . The ps.vchology of advertising shows many 
evidences of this law. Temptation in all its forms usually works by the sum* 
luation of stimuli. The young man of slight moral resistance, on his way hom« 
in the evening, passes through one. It may be two, streets of saloons; in the third 
street his inhibitory power, is exhausted and^he passes helplessly through th« 
doors.” 
* ’ 
The training of one portion of the body trains at the same time the symmet*’ 
rlcai part and also neighboring parts, says Professor Allln. 
“Experiments 
show, for example, that practice of the finger tip of the left hand Increases th« 
fineness of the touch of the fingc-r tip of the right hand, but does not increas« 
that of the left forearm. The ability to write with the left hand Is obtained by 
learning with the right hand. Practice in writing the figure nine backwardi 
with the left hand frequently causes one involuntarily to write the nine back* 
ward when using the right.” 
In learning nonsecse-syllables, 1. e., syllables consisting of a %'owel betweei 
two consonants, an adult, writes Professor Allln, is able to memorize mud 
larger rows of syllables than can children. “To give a relative estimate, thos» 
at the age of eighteen to twenty reproduce approximately one and a half tlmei 
as many syllables as those from eight to ten years of age. After completed bo(> 
lly development the figures rtmaln practically constant.”-H arper’» Weekly. 


Postal Clerk’« Feat of Memory. 
Tho wonderful retentive memory ot 
railway postal clerks In thtt service 
of Uncle Sam was recently exempli* 
fled by Frank J. Thrasher, of Roxbury, 
who sorts tho niiCils betwoon Boston 
anil New York. Mr. Thrasher has been 
In thv> railway postal service for about 
a dozen years. A short time a«o he 
took tho “caso examination." embrac­ 
ing all of tho postofflce» in New York 
state ond also In the Now England 
district. In Now York State tlmre are 
37.ÜOO postofflccs, and In tlie New Eng­ 
land States about 5.000, making a to­ 
tal of about 42,000 places to which 
mail In tliose districts may be dlroot* 
etl, and which have to bo handled by 
the railway mall clerks during th« 
quick transit of trains between Bos­ 
ton and New York oV Albany. 
The 
“case examination” takon by Mr. 
Thrasher consisted In tho ®ortJng of 
a series of card» represv^ntlng tho 
whole number of 42.000 postofllces em­ 
braced in th« above namod districts, 
and properly distributing them. 
His 
task was accomplished without an er­ 
ror, and his distribution was at tho 
ratXî of 33H cards a mlnuto. In p^r- 
formlng this wonderful feat of mem­ 
ory, Mr. Thrasher has the distinction 
of having broken tho record, and In 
recognition of h’ia ability has received 
a letter of commendation from Gen­ 
eral Superintendent James EÀ White, 
of the railway mall service at Wash­ 
ington.

At a depth of 
about 20 ffeet an old temple site waa 
discovered, In which the ruins of 10 
successive temples were found, rang­ 
ing in ago from about 600 to about 
5,000 B. C. 
So far as religious dis­ 
coveries are conceined, it would s'eem 
from some relics iound that Osiris waa 
not the original god of Abydos. 
Up 
to the twelfth dynasty .laclcal, god of 
Vpuaut. and then Khentamentl was 
honored. 
About the fourth dynasty 
the temple was destroyed, 
only 
a 
hearth of burnt offering remaining, 
full of votive clay substitutes for sac­ 
rifices. 
This confirms 
the 
account 
given by Herodotus that Cheops had 
closed the temples and forbidden sac­ 
rifices. 
An ivory statue of Cheops 
was found, which shows for tho first 
time the face and character of tho 
great builder who made Egyptian civ- 
lllbatlon what it was for thousands 
of years after. 


Clothes from Fi«h Skins. 
Until recently few people thought of 
utilizing as a substitute tho material 
to be gained from water animals. The 
United States Fish commission has 
taken up the question, and ailready 
proved that several kinds of flsh have 
skins that make excellent leatlier for 
somo purposes. Salmon hide is found 
not only serviceable for boots, but 
among the Esquimaux It has been used 
for generations In making waterproof 
clothes. The people of the very far 
north also use codfish skins for jack­ 
ets. Tho different kinds of skins whlt h 
tho flsh commission has found to be 
most practical and durable are whale 
skins, porpoise skins and seal leather, 
which dye In most exquisite colors.
